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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is a response to the amendment and remarks filed on 12/29/2005. 
Claims 8-9, 17-21 have been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-26 are pending. 

After thoroughly considering the amendment and remarks, the examiner finds that a 
restriction is required for this application because the claimed groups recite different subject 
matters as following: 

Election Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121. 

I. Group 1, claims 1-7,10 drawn to an external cavity optical transmitter, classified in 
class 372, subclass 92. 

II. Group 2, claims 11-16, drawn to a method of tuning an external cavity optical 
transmitter, classified in class 372, subclass 20. 

IIIL Group 3, claims 22-26, drawn to method of making an temperature control 
external optical transmitter, classified in class 372, subclass 34. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions group I and II are related to external cavity optical transmitter classify in 
372/92, versus external cavity optical tuning classified in 372/20. In this instant case, the 
invention II can be used to make a laser controller not necessary limited to external cavity optical 
transmitter. 
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Inventions groups I and III are related as apparatus and process of making for its practice. 

Inventions group II and III are related to method of tuning or temperature control 
classified in class 372/20, versus group III related method of making an external cavity optical 
transmitter... "placing lens mounted to a bipod flexture and tuning gain chip by placing lens 
in an optimized position". 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and since the fields of search 
are not coextensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
